E. J. Drnnon, the’ well-known correspon- 
dent, in an article in the Jamary number 
of the Contemporary Review redards the mat- 
ter from another point of view. He says :-- 
“ Tooting bas been generally condemned in 
““ England, and, I believe, partially. on the’ 
«Continent, and very strong language has 
‘béan used in reprobating it, But why 
“this practice should have been singled

The future historian will 
find it-difficuit, he says elsewhere, to ex- 
phin how it came about-that the free 
Christian peoples, whosa generous blood 
boiled with indignation against the bigh- 
handed action of the. British in South 
Africa, were at the very same time enthusi- 
astic in their praise of the “good work 
done’ by the brave ‘troups in China. A 
little comfort. can be derive! from’ the fact 
that: Mr. Dinton found the British troops’

country. Doling out concessions piscemoal under 
compulsion is not dignified, and unredressed 
grievances impairs efiiciency all round. The 
engincors aro necessary and wo cannot possibly 
do -without them, so they must be considered 
and made contented. ig rough and ready 
way of -putting the case may not commend 
itself to “My Lords,” but if they do not act, 
dopend ‘upon it the powerful engineor class 
in the country will take it out-of tho 
Government at the- polls, sooner or later, 
That they “have not done it at the election 
just over can only ‘be set. down to their patriot- 
ism, and therefore to their credit. It is- te be 
hoped. that: the time is:drawing nearer when 
the Empire will be. provided with machinory 
for” supreme administrative control over 
all ‘resources under its flag, and that a world 
state like ours should be so wholly dopondent: 
on single island for the production and supply 
of all things required for its securjty in war is 
a matter that must soon engage the attention 
of our statesmen, for it is a most serious dis- 
advantage to us as an Empire.

PROTECTION OF FOREIGNERS IN THE 

ac INTERIOR, 

The following Decree was issued ou the Ist 
inst.:—In our treaties with foreign countries 
there are certain clauses set down, plainly allow- 
jn aleforeizners to enter.the interior provincer, 
aud in our anxiety to preserve friendly relations 
with onr neighbours wo have again and aguin 
commanded the officials of the provinces to take 
great care in protecting such foreigners, In- 
‘stead = of doing so there have been 
many. of our officials ‘who, in their 
aveloasanes and recklessness, ‘have neglected 
their duties, thereby enconriging the rowdy 
classes to trouble and disturh anid foreigners, 
murdering and grievously injuring them, there- 
by-bringing the present catastrophe npon En- 
peror,and country. All this has been due to 
the ignorance of our offictals of foreign affairs. 
-From henceforth all of our Ministers and of- 
ficials must correct their sttitude and strive 
to be friendly with all foreigners they may 
meet, so 28 to afford s good example to those 
under them, We must remember that there 
aro over 10,000 of our countrymen in foreign 
countries. who ‘owe their safety to the protec- 
tion to the governments of the gountries they 
sojourn in. No one. there has’ thought of 
hurting the Chinese there. In return, our high: 
officials should impress upon their subordinates 
to-se9 to it that whenever foreigners onter their 


the | territories similar courtesies must be held out 


to the strangers and every effort, made for their 
protection and comfort. “if hereafter there be 
any instance of trouble and insult given to fore- 
igners by false patriots. the local officials must 
hasten at once to put a.stop to the disturbance, 
| failing to do which the culpable officials will be 
instantly cashiored.and dismimed for ever from 
the public corvice; nor will.they be permitted 
hereafter to volunteer for servica in other 
provinces. . :
